ELECTIONS. 


Three States—Ohio, Nebraska and 


Iowa—hold their elections for Gov- 
ernor and other State officers to- 
day. 
All eyes are now turned to the 


result of the political contest in 
Ohio, which has become the battle 
ground between the advocates of 
hard money, as represented by the 
Republican party, and the rag money 
theorists, who seem to have captured 
the old sachems of the Democracy 
and put them to grind, like Sampson 
when his eyes were oat, in the prison 
house of the Philistines. In the 
present uncertain state of the finan- 
ces, and the universal distrust that 
exists as to the continuance of the 
present unwise and disastrous policy 
of the government in the future, 
there are no substantial grounds for 
hope that we have even now reached 
the bottom of the descending grade 
upon 
which the country started 


through the bursting of the inflation 
babble just two years ago. 
There- 


fore let all honest men, and especi- 
ally the laboring classes, pray that 
victory will perch to-day on the 
banners of those who are striving 
with might and main to place the 
country on a solid basis once more, 
and whose only desire is to see put 
into practice the great principles 
enunciated by Senator Jones in his 
masterly effort on the currency ques- 
tion. Senator Carl Schurz has been 
doing effective service in Ohio. In 
his speeches he disavowed any inten- 
tion to lead independent voters into 
the ranks of the Republican party, 
and said he would not commit him- 
self to any party. He condemned 
tho policy of the Democrats of Ohio 
in favoring an inflation of the cur- 
rency. 
Inflation would lead the 


country into moral and national 
bankruptcy. He announced himself 
in favor of an early return to specie 
payments. No one can predict just 
what the result will be in Ohio to- 
day, bnt we believe that old Bill 
Allen will retire to-night, nursing 
the delusion he has been hugging to 
his breast, and wake up to-morrow 
morning, and find that there remains 
not a single breath of life in it. 
There is no doubt about Iowa; the 
Republicans will carry it by from 
20,000 to 30,000 majority. 
Nebraska 


elects three Supreme Court Judges, 
six University Regents, and to fill 
vacancies in tho Legislature, and 
also votes on the adoption of the new 
Constitution. The next election of the 
month is the 
California Judicial 


election on the 20th. On the 25th 
•elections will be held in Oregon and 
Colorado; the first to fill Congres- 
sional vacancy caused by the death 
of La Dow, and the second for a 
Constitutional Convention. In Ore- 
gon. Warren, Lane and Whitney, are 
the Republican, Democratic and In- 
dependent candidates. The last elec- 
tion of the month is in Missouri, on 
the 30th, and is for the adoption of a 
new Constitution. 


NEVADA STATE 1TKMS. 


Mr, J. F. Oassoll, an old and ox- 


porienced miner, formerly Superin- 
tendent of the Golden Chariot and 
Belmont mines, has been appointed 
Superintendent of the Leopard mine. 


The Eureka & Palisado Railroad, 


it is confi/lently believed, will be 
completed by the 1st of November, 
and cars running through. Those 
«rho claim to know something about 
railroads speak in high terms of the 
workmanship throughout, and es- 
pecially of that part of it directed by 
J, E. Marshall, Construction Super- 
intendent. 


Eureka county has 6,000 inhabi- 


tants, 108 miles of railroad, 18 fur- 
naces, three quartz mills arvd an as- 
sessment roll amounting to $902,960. 
The Assessor's report shows a mark- 
ed increase in wealth, population apd 
material prosperity, all of which we 
are pleased to note. 


The new mill of the Leopard Min- 


ing Company commenced pounding 
last week. It is said that it works 
like a charm. 


The Consolidated Virginia mine 


yielded for the month of September 
81,900,000, the largest returns ever 
received from the mine; and yet it 
does not sell at $750 per share. 


The Baltimore Consolidated Min- 


ing Company have levied an assess- 
ment of $1 per share, amounting to 
$84,00, and the Rock Island Mining 
Company have levied one of 50 cents 
per share, aggregating $48,000, both 
delinquent November 10th. This is 
the first assessment on the increased 
amount, which is 100 per cent, more 
than previous levies. 


The Fioohe Daily Journal will in 


the course of the next ten days ap- 
pear in a complete new dress. The 
necessary material has been ordered 
from San Francisco and will arrive 
by fast frieght. 
The proprietor ->f 


the Journal proposes to give its 
numerous readers as good a news- 
paper as can be published in any 
mining town in the State. 


Carious Orthography. 


IT is said that Grant's special train 


on the U. P. road was run at the rate 
of forty miles an hoar, and Supt. 
Clark did not approve of this high 
speed and cautioned Assistant Super- 
intendent Nichols against it. If it is 
safe to run a presidential train at 
such a rate of speed, why should the 
ordinary traveler be compelled to 
drag wearily through the country at 
less than half that rate? 


The mail agent of the Syracuse 


Northern Railroad, Mr. L. D. Potter, 
has collected some very odd samples 
of orthography, found upon letters 
and postals which 
have passed 


through his hands, which would in- 
dicate that the spelling mania should 
have been continued. The following 
are the most ludicrous specimens:
